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SWEEPING CONTROLS on Ashing in the Iri B h 
Sea were called for at a meeting in Newcastle 
last week. These include a ban on all vessels 
over 80ft. or 500hp and a halt on beam trawling. 
The method should also be stopped in the North Sea.

While he was in agreement 
with these proposals. Mr. 
Crawford said that they 
might have to take a look at 
the Bize and horsepower 
limitations, “What we nave to 
do," he said, “is to be sure we 
get the right mix at the very 
start and not have it come 
back for reconsideration". 

If the limitation and 
prohibition proposals come 
about, it could result in more 
and more smaller boats com- 
ing into the industry with the

This had not been men- 
tioned in any argument so far 
put forward, said Mr. 
Holden, who added that he 
did not agree that severe 
weather was a way to control 
catches. 

Mr. Rainford: “Let me put 
h this way. Big vessels can 
finish off in a Tew days our 
entire Fleetwood season. 
They simply clear the lot. 
Stocks in the Irish Sea have 
really taken a bashing. 

"You have only to read 
Fishing News to see the poor 
size of our catches. You can 
go on Tuesday where a beam 
trawl has been on Monday 
and find a dead area. It can 
happen as quickly as that". 

Summing up the aims of 
the meeting. Mr. Crawford 
said they are trying to achieve 
a better standard of living for 
fishermen and some action is 
justified to do that. “We 
might” he said, “have to 
press for a form of licensing. 
Beam trawling ia a lethal 
form of fishing*’. 

The NFFQ now boasts 
nearly 1,500 members. The 
organisation hopes to stage its 
September meeting at 
Fleetwood.

Both groups met the 
Minister for Fisheries at the 
weekend and a dispute 
between the groups became 
obvious — and with it a 
possibility of the first breach 
m fishermen’s unity over the 
50-mile limit campaign. 

While fishermen express 
universal disgust with the 
Latest Brussels agreement 
allowing EEC boats into Irish 
waters For the rest of the year 
under a quota agreement, the 
trade union didn’t give full 
support to an IFO threat to 
"black” foreign trawlers look- 
ing for servicing and other 
facilities in Irish ports. 

Union organiser Kevin 
Page, emerging from the 
meeting with the Minister, 
said the decision is a typical 
example of the way the IFO 
refuses to recognise the 
ITGWU. 

“If anyone wants to ‘black* 
boats, they can consult us 
fir at. We will tell the IFO that 
we will not black, anybody un- 
til they come to us first and 
talk about our problems," he 
said. 

The list of problems which 
the ITGWU wants to talk 
about includes deckhandB who 
claim they have no security, 
no pension schemes, no sick 
benefits and no minimum 
pay if nothing is caught. 

Mr. Page said that the 
traditional share system, 
whereby the owner gets 50 per 
cent of the catch and the crew 
the other half, ia rapidly 
changing in Favour or the 
owners. 

Another complaint iB that

Meanwhile, the Depart- 
ment of Fisheries is trying to 
make arrangements to base 
Irish fishery protoction 
vessels in Donegal, Galway 
and, possibly, CsBtletownbere 
to police the new fishing 
situation. 

However, since the rejec- 
tion of the Irish unilateral 
declaration on bigger vessels 
by the European Court, Irish 
fishermen are very dis- 
heartened. 

The new Fianna Fail 
government has at present got 
a very poor regard among 
fishermen and, while the 
Minister, Mr. Lenihan, con- 
tinues to protest that the final 
Btep of a unilateral declara- 
tion of a 50-mile limit can 
still be made, fishermen place 
very little trust in his 
statements. 

He told reporters on his 


return from Brussels that he 
had to make some interim 
agreement and that there 
would be talks on a licensing 
system to replace the quota 
Bystem. 

Ireland has, however, lost 
heavily in protecting its herr- 
ing stocks, generally regarded 


as the last major stocks left 
unravaged by foreign fleets. 


In Kerry a fishery co- 
operative statement after the 
announcement from Brussels 

f ut it succinctly: “Again the 
rish fishermen have been 
rapped on the knuckles by 
the Brussels bureaucrats.” 

• Mr. Lenihan, the Fisheries 
Minister, has ordered a top- 
level government team to 
produce a comprehensive 
dossier on key aspects of 
Ireland’s fishing industry by 


the end of September, in time 
for more EEC negotiations on 


the fisheries issue. He said he 
had been “amazed" by the 
lack of collated information on 
resources, spawning grounds, 
capacity of the industry and 
other factors. Leading marine 
biologist.

THE NORTH SEA herr- 
ing ban will continue 
after September — even 
without EEC agreement. 

While the bans on herring 
and Norway pout were 
welcomed in the Commons 
last week, the Opposition 
spokesman on fisheries, 
Michael Jopling, asked the 
Minister if ne was confident 
the herring ban would con- 
tinue after September. 

He also warned of pressure 
that would result on whiting 
and haddock in the North Sea 
and mackerel in the south- 
west. 

Mr. Silkin said: "It is our 
intention to ensure that the 
ban continues beyond the 
September date. I nave said 
on a number of occasions 


that, where l believe the 
Community is unable or un- 
willing to institute the ap- 
propriate conservation 
measures, we shall be forced 
and are determined to in- 
troduce our own unilateral 
measures.” 

He promised to keep the 
question of pressure on other 
stocks under review. 

Douglas Jay (Lab.

ALTHOUGH it is still early days for the 
National Federation of Fishermen’s 
Organisations, the rate at which it is collecting 
members indicates that it is going to be a force 
on the fishing scene. 

Apart from displaying its strength in 
numbers at a meeting in Newcastle last week, 
the NFFO also showed that it was prepared to 
take on the main issue facing British fishing 
today: who is going to manage the industry? 

For some thoughtful starters, the NFFO com- 
es up with the idea of a permanent body com- 
prised of scientists, BFF, Grimsby SeinerB and 
NFFO representatives. Included should be 
members of the Sea Fisheries Inspectorate. 

For the management of local fisheries, the 
NFFO says that Sea Fisheries Committee 
should be disbanded. Replacement committees 
Bhould be formed of elected fishermen’s 
organisations and chaired by the Sea Fisheries 
Inspectorate. 

Grasping another nettle, the NFF also show- 
ed its concern for the virtually uncontrolled 
fishing going on in the Irish Sea. While some 
sensible proposals were put forward, once 
again there was an attempt to lay a lot of the 
blame on beam trawling. 

Just a few years ago Fishing News was heavily 
criticised in some quarters for its opposition to a 
proposed ban on beaming. While accepting the 
sincere opinion of many fishermen that this 
method is a destroyer, without firm scientific 
evidence we thought it could be a dangerous 
move to outlaw the beam. The same might 
happen to other methods! 

However, while the long-promised inter- 
national evidence which would provide the 
basis for a ban on beaming has not come to light, 
a fresh look is being taken at the problem by 
British scientists. Whatever their recommen- 
dations, at least with the new limits we will bo 
able to put Controls into effect without a long in- 
ternational wrangle.
